“This dying protest,” he wrote in 
another part of the letter, “may be 
idered the ravings of a de- 
ranged mind, but I have been ad- 
judged competent by the several 
Government hospitals I entered.” 

Treated for Mental Disorder. 

At Deaconness Hospital, where 
White was a patient until two days 
ago, the superintendent of nurses, 
Sister Elvina, stated to police that 
he was under treatment for a men- 
tal and nervous disorder, and was 
regarded as a very unruly patient. 
H was suffering also from a rectal 
trouble. He went out Wednesday 
afternoon, by permission, for a 
walk, and did not return. 

Police were called by  long-dis- 
tance telephone last night from 
Parkersburg, and were asked to lo- 
cate White, but not to disturb him. 
The message stated that he some- 
times used the name of Watson. 
He had registered at Hotel Statler 
as C. R. Watson of Columbus, O. 

In his leter, White said he had 
used the name of Watson “because 
afraid the hospital would take me’”’ 
if his correct name were given. 

A physician who treated White 
at the hospital said he went there 
last summer for treatment for a 
condition of the right eye—whether 
service-connected or not, the physl- 
cian did not know. He returned to 
Parkersburg in the autumn, and 
came back to St. Louis last month. 
Another physician, who saw White 
. , said he appeared ration- 
4! and cheerful then. 

White's leap from the window of 
nis room, on the Ninth street side 
of the hotel, about 10:35 a. m., was 
a policeman on traffic duty 
on Washington avenue. His body, 
with the head crushed, was picked 
up at the curb on Ninth, about 15 
south of Wash’ igton.

Elmer H. Klages, mail carrier at 
the Tower Grove postal station, 
was arrested today on a charge of 
stealing from the mails, and. ad- 
mitted, according to Postoffice In- 
spector Mayer, stealing 40 dimes 
from chain letters and three half 
dollars from other mail in the last 

four days. 

Klages had been under suspicion 
for several days following com- 
plaints that small amounts of 
money were disappearing from the 
mails. Mayer mailed three test 
letters containing the half dollars 
to non-existent addresses on Fyler 
avenue at a point on Klages’ route. 
The letters were not returned, so 
Mayer arrested Klages. The carrier 
signed a statement admitting open- 
ing the letters and taking the 
money, and also stealing the dimes 
from chain letters, Mayer said. 


WARRANT FOR MARTIN INSULL 


Issued at Toronto on Charges by U.

TORONTO, May 10.—A warrant 
for the arrest of Martin J. Insull, 
former Chicago utilities magnate 
now residing in Orillia, Ont., was 
issued today by Justice J. A. Hope.

LONDON, May 10.—The Duke of 
Manchester was found guilty in 
the Old Bailey today of obtaining 


money by false pretenses and sen- 
tenced to nine months’ imprison- 
ment. 

The 59-year-old Peer, who had tes- 
tified that his financial road had 
been rocky during recent years, 
nodded to the judge at the pro- 
nouncement of sentence, walked 
slowly across the room, picked up 
his overcoat and proceeded down- 
stairs to a cell. 

His attorney indicated an appeal 
would be filed immediately. 

The case arose from the Duke’s 
pawning of jewelry which was 
not his property. In this con- 
nection the Duke said, “I have been 
bankrupt twice.” 

A total of 67 petitions had been 
filed against him, he said, while the 
number of judgment summonses 
“might run into three figures.” 
There are no judgment summonses 
outstanding now, however, he said. 
The Duke denied any intent to de- 
fraud when he pawned the jewelry 
belonging to the estate of his late 
American-born mother. He declared 
he had paid interest on the pledged 
gems and kept insurance in force 
with the purpose of redeeming the 
articles, adding that he had the 
money in his vocket to do so. 

Heirloom Plate Pawned. 

During the prosecution’s ques- 
tioning the Duke disclosed that the 
family gold heirloom plate was 
pawned by his mother. 

“What happened about 
asked the prosecutor. 

“It’s still there (in pawn),” re- 
plied the nobleman. He _  main- 
tained he thought he was a tenant 
for life of the jewelry, left by his 
mother, Consuelo, Duchess of Man- 
chester, the former Consuelo Yzna- 
ga de Valle of Ravenswood, La. 

He said money coming to him 
from his mother’s estate in Ameri- 
ca was a discretionary allowance 
which his creditors cannot touch 
and said he was “always in trou- 
ble” with trustees of the fund. 

The Duke's attorney explained to 
the Court that Manchester, known 
to American theatrical friends as 
“Kim,” received £5583 (about $27,- 
000) during the year ended in June, 
1933, from trustees in America of 
his mother’s estate.

The 59-year-old Duke of Man- 
chester, whose trial opened yester- 
day, was charged with receiving 
loans totaling £650 ($3250) on. jew- 
elry which, the prosecution con- 
tended, belonged to his mother’s 
estate but which he represented as 
his own. 

All his life the widely known 
Duke has had trouble keeping his 
finances in order, and British, New 
York and Montreal courts all saw 
actions entered against him. 

Divorced First Wife. 

His first wife, the daughter of 
the late E. Zimmerman, Cincinnati 
railroad man, obtained a_ divorce 
decree nisi in 1931, but failed to 
complete the proceedings and the 
Duke subsequently got an absolute 
divorce in Cuba so that he might 
marry Kathleen Dawes, English 
actress. 

They were married in Greenwich, 
Conn., Dec. 17, 1931, spent part of 
their honeymoon in Cuba and then 
returned to England where the new 
Duchess and the former Duchess 
quickly became involved in dispute 
as to the custody of the family 
gems, the property of the Duke's 
American-born mother. 

A warrant for the Duke’s arrest 
was issued in March of this year 
charging him with obtaining money 
under false pretenses by pawning 
two pieces of the jewelry and in 
preliminary hearing he was re- 
manded on bail. Now stout and 
graying, the Duke has managed to 
remain one of Britain’s dapper 
dressers.

WASHINGTON, May 10.—Sena- 


tor Huey P. Long again struck at 
the administration today with a 


furious attack on President Roose- 
velt and Postmaster-General Far- 
ley, and by his tactics’ virtually 
forced administration Senators to 
consent to a vote next Monday on 
Long’s resolution to investigate Far- 
ley’s official conduct and his politi- 
cal and business connections. 

A stanchly pro-administration 
Senate Committee had been “sitting 
on” Long’s resolution for six weeks. 

Long alluded in biting language 
to President Roosevelt’s frequent 
voyages on Vincent Astor’s yacht, 
Nourmahal, and to the fact that 
Astor is heavily interested in com- 
panies which enjoy governmental 
mail subsidies. Astor is an officer 
of International Mercantile Marine, 
several of the subsidiaries of which 
hold Government mail contracts. 
One of these companies is headed by 
Kermit Roosevelt, son of former 
President Theodore Roosevelt. 


Long in Excnange With McKellar. 

Long began by addressing him- 
self to Senator McKellar (Dem.), 
Tennessee, chairman of the Senate 
Committee on Postoffices and Post 
Roads. Several weeks ago the com- 
mittee reported unfavorably on 
Long’s resolution to investigate 
Farley, but McKellar has failed to 
called up the resolution for action. 

“T understand the Senator is anx- 
ious to call it up,” Long said sar- 
castically, “and I want to do what 
I can to help him. Personally, I 
can’t find out just what has been 
standing in his way, but, apparent- 
ly, every time he was just about to 
call it up, something happened to 
stop him. Now if he will ask for 
action, I stand ready to help him.” 

Red-faced and obviously stung, 
McKellar jumped up and asked 
unanimous consent to bring up the 
resolution next Monday “for discus- 
sion and a vote.” 

“Not a vote,’ protested Long. 
“Yes, a vote,” replied McKellar. 
“The Senator wants action—I'll see 
he gets it.” 

“All right—all right,” Long con- 
ceded. That's O. K. with me.” 

“Wait a minute,” interposed Sen- 
ator McNary, Oregon, Republican 
floor leader. 

“T want to know what it is that 
you are okaying,” McKellar ex- 
plained,’ and McNary _ rejoined: 
“That suits me.” The unanimous 
consent agreement was made. 

But the “Kingfish” was not con- 
tent to leave McKellar. “The Sen- 
ator from Tennessee,” he _ said, 
“never gives anyone credit for 
helping him. )McKellar ostensibly 
is a low-tariff Democrat). I

WITHIN 29 DAYS 


Unusual Poison Found in 
Bodies of Two Daughters 
of Brooklyn Chemical 
Company Employe. 


SIMILAR SUBSTANCE 
IN COCOA AT HOME 


Wife and Four Children of 
Frederick Gross Are Dead 
—QOnly Surviving Child 
in Hospital.

BROOKLYN, N. Y., May 10.— 
Frederick Gross, 49 years old, mild- 
mannered bookkeeper for a chem- 
ical company, was formally arrest- 


ed today in connection with five 
deaths in his family since March 
29. He was taken in custody ear- 
ly today after an analysis of the vi- 
tal organs of two of his daughters 
who died April 26, showed traces 
of an obscure poison. 

Detective Arthur Edge _ said 
analysis of a can of cocoa in the 
Gross home disclosed the same pois- 
on. 

Members of the family who have 
died are Mrs. Katherine Gross, 38, 
mother of Gross’ five children; 
Frederick Jr., 9; Katherine, 7; Leo, 
3; Barbara, 1. 

Autopsy Ordered. 

Police ordered an autopsy which 
failed to show the cause of the 
ceaths of the two girls..Edge said 
the vital organs then were sent to 
Dr. Alexander O. Goettler, city toxi- 
cologist, for analysis, and on receipt 
of his report yesterday Gross was 
ordered detained. 

After preliminary questioning at 
a police station, Gross was taken 
before District Attorney Geoghan 
who continued the examination un- 
til daylight. Gross was then placed 
in a cell und.: close guard. 


Police pointed out that the five 


sudden deaths in 29 days, coupled 
with the fact that Gross is em- 
ployed by a firm -f manufacturing 
chemists, made them suspicious. 

Frederick Gross Jr. died March 
29 at a hospital for contagious 
diseases. The cause of death was 
given as bronchial pneumonia. A 
few days later, Leo Gross died in 
the same hospital, apparently from 
natural causes. April 6, Mrs. Gross 
died in another hospital. The cause 
of her death was said to be en- 
cephalitis, April 26 Barbara and 
Katherine Gross died at a_ third 
hospital. 

District Attorney Geoghan  an- 
nounced that Mrs. Gross was ex- 
pecting another child. 

The can of cocoa found to con- 
tain traces of the poison was taken 
from the chemical firm to the home 
by Gross, Geoghan said. 

April 24,Geoghan said,Gross teld 
an officer of the firm.that he 
thought “there was something 
wrong” with the cocoa. Three mem- 
bers of the family had died by that 
time. The District Attorney said 
that he had learned that Aprii 26 
Gross had served some cereal to 
Barbara Gross and that on the 
same day Katherine Gross was 
given some orange juice. Within 
four hours both were dead. 

Fifth Child in Hospital. 

Police said that Frank Gross, 5, 
was now in a hospital suffering 
from an unexplained illness. 

Gross had been married 14 years. 

Gross, who came from Germany 
in 1903 and has un artificial leg, 
told reporters today: “I have done 
nothing and I’m not afraid.” 

Gross said that the poison found 
was imported from Germany by the 
chemical company. 

“It is used for rat extermination, 
but I never’ brought any of it 
home,” said Gross. “When the doc- 
tor called me Sunday night and 
told me they had found this poison, 
that’s the first I knew of it.”

NAVY WITHROLDS 
NEWS UF PLANES 
IN PAGIFIG FLIGHT 


Some of 46, Which Left 
Pearl Harbor, Hawaii, 
Not Bound for Midway 
Island, Officials Say. 


By the Associated Press. 


WASHINGTON, May 10,—Navy 


officials said late today nog all the 
1 46 planes which left yesterday from 
| Pearl Harbor, Hawaii, would fly to 
|Midway Island, more than 1300 
miles distant. Still insisting they 
had received no exact information 
on the flight, officials said some of 
the planes would participate in 
other activities. 

They added a censorship was in 
force at Midway, saying the Com- 
mander-in-Chief of the fleet, Ad- 
miral Joseph Reeves, undoubtedly 
had sent a vessel with officers to 
regulate dispatches from the cable 
office. 


HONOLULU, May 10.—-The Navy 
placed a censorship on all communi- 
cation sources today to hide _ the 
whereabouts of 46 seaplanes—the 
greatest fleet of aircraft ever to 
make a long ocean flight. 

The planes, participating in the 
1935 war games of the United States 
fleet, roared away from their Pearl 
Harbor base yesterday for Midway 
Island, 1323 miles west of Honolulu. 
It was believed that, to avoid a 
storm which swept over Midway, 
they may have alighted at one of 
two small, barren islands this side 
of their destination. 

Their exact - whereabouts was 
known only to the Navy, and ships 
of the fleet which they may have 
joined silenced their radios. 

Wind and Rain on Route. 

With war-time precision’ the 
planes took off yesterday, starting 
at 7:18 a. m. in the face of reports 
of a 24mile wind and rain over 
Midway Island. 

If they did not continue because 
of these conditions, they may have 
sought shelter at French Frigate 
shoals, 500 miles from Honolulu, 
or at Pearl and Hermes reef; 100 
miles from Midway. 

There is no means of communica- 
tion between here and the shoals 
or Pearl and Hermes reef, and 
since the radio station at Pearl 
Harbor is kept silent there is no 
immediate way of determining the 
air fleet’s whereabouts. 

Ten to 12 hours had been esti- 
mated as the time necessary for the 
flight to Midway island. 

No Concern Indicated. 

The takeoff was without accident, 
and despite the silence of officials 
there was nothing to indicate any 
fears were felt for the flyers’ 
safety. Commander Elmer W. Tod 
is in command of the planes. 

Radios on the fighting craft have 
been silent since the force put to 
sea from Pacific ports a week ago, 
and the maneuvers undertaken will 
remain Navy secrets. 

It was learned the planes will be 
away. from here about a month, 
This gave rise to the belief some of 
them may continue northward from 
Midway to the Aleutian Islands, 
about 1700 miles farther. 

Establishment of strategic . mili- 
tary air bases in the chain of Aleu- 
tian Islands has been advocated by 
several members of Congress. This 
is the first time the area has been 
the scene of extensive navy maneuv- 
ers. 

Squadron in Lead. 

Leader of the air fleet as it left 
Honolulu was squadron VP-10, six 
planes which set a precision mass 
flight record in January, 1934, by 
flying 2400 miles from San Fran- 
cisco to Pearl Harbor. | 

Preparations for the flight were 
started unexpectedly late Wednes- 
day. Navy officers would not ad-

Richberg Preparing for Change. 


Plans for reshaping the Nation- 
al Recovery Administration to con- 
form with expected legislation were 
disclosed yesterday by Donald R, 
Richberg at a press conference. 


Only those industries indisputed- 
ly in or directly affecting inter 
state commerce would be under 
code regulation in the new pro- 
gram. Complaints over trade prac 
tices in many codes would be re 
ferred to the Federal Trade Com- 
mission. The powers of some code 
authorities would be curbed and 
enforcement methods changed. 

Richberg said public hearings 
probably would be necessary for 
revision of the major codes, but 
that preliminary work now under 
way would make for speed in com- 
pleting the new set-up. 

He predicted a long seige of law 
suits over determination of what 
industries were in or affected in- 
terstate commerce, and over fair 
trade practices which were not gen- 
erally accepted. He maintained 
that reference of disputed trade 
practices to the Trade Commission, 
and from there at times to the 
courts, would create a body of trade 
law that would be invaluable. 

These fair practices, Richberg 
said, had caused 75 per cent of 
NRA's trouble. He contended NRA 
wanted itself limited to industries 
affecting interstate commerce and 
would confine itself to that field 
in the future even if Congress did 
not so direct.

RAY HAMILTON, 
TEXAS OUTLAW, 
ELECTROCUTED 


Follows His Partner to 
Death in Chair for Mur- 
der of Guard During 
Prison Break.

HUNTSVILLE, Tex., May 10.— 


Raymond Hamilton, desperado, was 
executed today in the electric chair. 
He followed Joe Palmer, his part- 
ner in the killing of Major Crowson, 
prison guard, to the execution 
chamber. Palmer was pronounced 
dead at 12:08 a. m. Hamilton, 


strapped into the chair at 12:19, 
was dead at 12:27. 

The 22-year-old gunman started 
out as a sneakthief and turned to 
bank robbery, kidnaping, prison 
breaks and murder. He bragged 
he never would be taken alive, but 
he surrendered when Bill Decker, 
Dallas Deputy Sheriff, shoved a 
pistol against him in a Fort Worth 


One of his last acts was to send 
thanks to Decker for not shooting 
him that night. 

So nervous did Hamilton become 
late yesterday as his hopes of com- 
mutation .faded, that prison offi- 
cials feared he would be unable to 
go unaided to the death chamber.

He managed to.do that, but his 
face was ashen and his attempt to 
smile little more than a grimace 
as he entered the execution cham- 
ber.

Nine in Good Condition.

WASHINGTON, May 10.—George 
P. Vierheller, directcr of the ‘St. 
Louis Zoological Garden, and Dr. 
R. A. Kammerer, zoo veterinarian, 
inspected the emperor penguins 
that the Byrd Antarctic Expedition 
brought back, while the expedition 
vessels were anchored in the Pcto- 
mac river off Quantico, 40 miles 
from here, last night. 

Nine of the emperors, which are 
the largest of the penguins, are in 
good condition, in cold storage, 
Vierheller said. One is “doubtful,” 
and a number have died of bron- 
chial pneumonia. 

“Dr. Kammerer examined the 
nine closely,” Vierheller said,” and, 
pronounced them to be in fine con- | 
dition. He recommended increas- 
ing the temperature of their cold 
storage room gradually until the ship 
they are on, the Ruppert, arrives in 
Boston next week. By that time 
they will be acclimated, he says. 

“They are keeping them now at a 
temperature of 35 to 40 degrees. | 
The St. Louis Zoo is: going to get} 
some of the emperors, but how | 
many we won't know until after Ad- | 
miral Byrd has finished with the} 
welcoming ceremonies for him this | 
afternoon.

Estimate Board Says No. 


The Board of Estimate rejected 
the committee’s proposal. On mo- 
tion of the Mayor, the Board of Es- 
timate advocated a 5 per cent pay 
cut for employes receiving more 
than $125 a month and 2 per cent 
for those getting less. The Mayor 
urged that the Police Department, 
courts and various offices maintain- 
ed by the city under State law vol- 
untarily accept the same reduction. 
It was estimated the reduction 
might save $250,000 to $300,000 a 
year. A 10 per cent cut of mu- 
nicipal pay, restored a year ago, 
saved $900,000 annually. 

On learning of the Board of 
Estimate action, the committee 
sent the board two letters, one in 
favor of helping the Board of 
Children’s Guardians and the other 
asserting that the board’s proposal 
“instead of helping the situation 
makes it more grave.” 

Serving notice that it would in- 
troduce the bills to decrease of- 
ficials’ salaries, the committee de- 
clared: “It is the purpose of the 
committee to try and help the av- 
erage employe of the city; in fact, 
the whole principle of the New 
Deal is to stabilize wages and pay 
aman a living wage. As you well 
know, most of the city employes 
are underpaid. Our only regret is 
that we cannot introduce ordi- 
nances to reduce the salaries of 
the various department heads re- 
ceiving $8000 to $10,000 per year, be- 
cause of Charter provision.

DISABLED VETERAN ENDS LIFE,

NeW TOLEDO STRIKE 
CONFERENCE CALLED 


A. F. of L. Union Threatens to 
Order Men Out in All Gen- 
eral Motors Plants. 


By the Associated Press. 

DETROIT; Mich., May 10.—Wil- 
liam S.’Knudsen, executive vice- 
president of the General Motors 
Corporation, announced last night 
that a new conference would be 


held tomorrow at Toiedo in an ef- 
fort to settle the strike of Chevro- 
let automobile workers there. 

It will bring together representa- 
tives of General Motors and its sub- 
sidiary, Chevrolet Motor Co., lead- 
ers of the Federal Automobile 
Union in Toledo, American Federa- 
tion of Labor spokesmen, and two 
Federal mediators, Edwafd F. Mc- 
Grady, First Assistant Secretary of 
Labor, and Thomas J. Williams. 

Knudsen did not disclose what 
new proposals might be offered, if 
any, to take the place of the ones 
turned down in a workers’ referen- 
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meng at the Toledo plant Wednes- 
ay. 

Secretary of Labor Perkins, in 
Washington, said: “I think that 
with the resumption of negotiations 
a line of compromise will be found.”

THREE MEN CONFESS 
ROBBERY MURDER 


They Accuse Fourth Who Also 
Is Held at Cape Girardeau; 
Auto Traced. 


By the Associated Press. 

CAPE GIRARDEAU, Mo., May 
10.—Four men were arrested here 
early today and police said three 
of them had edmitted participating 
in a holdup that ended in the fatal 
shooting of their victim, W. Tom 
Carlton, at Gray’s Point, near Iilmo, 
Mo., Wednesday night. Officers 
said the three implicated the fourth 
man. : 

Those under arrest are Floyd 
Smith, 25 years old, Claude McGee, 
22, John B. Manor, 33, and Ira Col- 
lins, 36, all unemployed Cape Gir- 


ardeau men. 

Officers headed by Sheriff Hoff- 
man of Cape Girardeau County, 
Sheriff Anderson of Scott County 
and two special railroad agents, 
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said MoGee, Manor and Collins had 
signed detailed statements of the 
holdup and shooting and had placed 
most of the responsibility on Smith. 
Smith had not yet been questioned. 


Carlton, a pumper for the Cotton 
Belt Railroad at Gray’s Poi=‘, y.s 
shot to death Wednesday night as 
he entered his house to investigate 
a robbery. Mrs, Cariton and her 
daughter, Juanita, 20, were made 
prisoners by the robbers, as were 
Mr. and Mrs. John Silcox, neigh- 
bors, who went to the Carlton 
home to investigate the shooting. 

After terrorizing the three wom- 
en and the man for half an hour the 
robbers left, three of them in an 
automobile that had been parked 
nearby and the fourth in the Carl- 
ton car. The search for them shift- 
ed to Cape Girardeau late yesterday 
when the Cariton automobile was 
found abandoned here. 

Officers said the three state- 
ments, made Individually, tallied on 
the essential details of the killing. 
Substantially the story was this: 

Three of the men said they over- 
heard a conversation here in which 
it was indicated that Mrs. Carlton 
was in the habit of carrying a large 
amount of currency on her person. 
They hired Collins as chauffeur to 
drive them to the Carlton home, 
about 12 miles south of here. At 
the scene Smith and McGee hid 
themselves in the house, Manor 
was posted as an outside guard and 


Collins remained in His automobile 
about 300 yards down the road. 


After a short wait, Carlton, re- 
turning home with his family from 
a visit here, entered the house and 
was shot twice. 

McGee said beth he and Smith 
fired shots and officers said a gun 
taken from Smith was the same 
caliber as a bullet removed from 
the dead man’s arm. 

After the shooting McGee and 
Manor got in Collins’ car while 
Smith held Mrs. Carlton and her 
daughter under guard. When Mr. 
and Mrs. Silcox, attracted by the 
shooting, appeared at the Carlton 
home they were lined up with the 
two women. One of the statements 
said Smith forced Mrs. Silcox to 
enter the house, remove a revolver 
from Carlton which he held when 
he was shot, and deliver it to Smith. 

After half an hour, Smith drove 
away in the Carlton car and the 
other three men followed in Col- 
lins’ automobile. The quartet came 
almost directly to Cape Girardeau. 
The robbers obtained only $7.

WASHINGTON, May 10.—The le- 
gality of the Bankhead cotton con- 
trol act has been challenged before 
the Supreme Court. 

Contending the act is not a prop- 
er and valid exercise of Federal 
taxing power, Lee Moor,.a cotton 


planter of Clint, Tex., asked the 
court yesterday to declare the stat- 
ute unconstitutional. 

Moor’s suit arose from the refus- 
al of the Texas and New Orleans 
railroad to accept cotton which he 
wished to ship to New Orleans for 
sale abroad. The railroad turned 
down the shipment because Moor 
had not paid a ginning tax of $49.- 
335 required by the Bankhead Act. 
The planter went to court in an 
effort to force the railroad to move 
his cotton, but the Federal District 
Court dismissed his suit. The Fifth 
Circuit Court of Appeals afterward 
approved tinat action. 

In his appeal to the Supreme 
Court Moor contended the act 
taxed the ginning of cotton pro- 
duced in excess of a farmer's quo- 
ta, but did not tax all cotton. He 
argued also it was an unconstitu- 
tional encroachment on the powers 
of the states.

The petroleum labor policy board 
several months ago ordered the 
Texas Co. to dissolve the employe 
representation plan and recognize 
the union at its West Tulsa (OkK.) 
plant. The board also ordered the 
Continental company to recognize 
the union at its East Hominy (OK.) 
refinery. 

Officials here said neither had 
complied with the orders.

The beneficiaries, four daughters 
of Mr. Brown, who died in 1913, al- 
leged ‘negligence on the part of 
trustees in failing to sell 101,000 
shares of Hamilton-Brown Shoe 
Co. stock within 15 years after the 
beginning of the trust, as directed 
in the will Defendant’ trustees 
were Alanson C. Brown, a son; M. 
E. Singleton and the St. Louis Un- 
ion Trust Co. They contended ef- 
forts were made to dispose of the 
holdings. 

About $3,700,000 is involved in the 
litigation.

Idea That Streptococcus Caused 
St. Louis Encephalitis Epidemic 
Demolished by Exhaustive Tests 


Government Bulletin No. 214 of Public Health 
Series Supports Filterable Virus Theory 
Against Rosenow Hypothesis.

A withering scrutiny of the theory 
that the St. Louis encephalitis epi- 
demic in 1933 was due to strepto- 
coccus germs—which caused an 
uproar in medical circles at the 
height of the epidemic—has just 
been disclosed in a 120-page report 
issued by the United States Public 
Health Service. 

The report, which covers every 
phase of the outbreak that caused 
221 deaths in the St. Louis area, 
also gives some indication that af- 
ter-effects may occur a little more 
frequently than was expected, 
though not nearly so often or se- 
verely as in other forms of ence- 
phalitis or “sleeping sickness.” 

Health Commissioner Bredeck 
pointed out today that in that re- 
spect the report is not final, since 
the follow-up is still going on. The 
first check-up, in a few months 
after the outbreak, showed com- 
plete recovery in 35 per cent of the 
cases and slight or debatable signs 
of lingering effect in many others 
with a probability of gradually 
clearing up. 

He urged that persons who had 
the disease, but have not yet been 
examined in the follow-up, shonld 
get in touch with their physicians, 
the Health Department or the hos- 
pitals where they were treated, for 
their own satisfaction as well as to 
help others through aiding science 
in its fight against the disease. 
These examinations have been made 
without cost to the former patient, 
since they mean as much to scierce 
as to the individuals who may be di- 
rectly benefited or reassured by 
them. 

Public Health Bulletin No. 214. 

The Government bulletin, No. 214, 
of the Public Health series, was 
edited by Prof. Moyer S. Fleisher 
of St. Louis University School of 
Medicine. [It lists 37 contributers 
representing both St. Louis medical 
schools, the Public Health Service, 
the Army Medical Corps, the local 
medical profession and health offi- 
cials of the St. Louis area. 

It presents technical information 
designed to make it suitable as a 
clinical or laboratory handbook, 
plus details of organization includ- 
ed to aid the co-ordination of de- 
fenses against the disease in any 
community where it may occur as 
a new problem, as it did here. To 
that end it comprehensively details 
every phase of that dramatic’ four 
months of 1933, in three aspects of 
which St. Louis made medical his- 
tory. 

These were the spectacular dis- 
covery of the cause of the disease 
—a filterable virus, not a germ— 
in a month after the epidemic be- 
gan, by Washington University 
scientists in co-operation with Pub- 
lic Health Service experts detailed 
here with the distinguished epi- 
demiologist Senior Surgeon James 
P. Leake; the unprecedented con- 
solidation of health forces in the 
Metropolitan Health Council, 
planned by Health Commissioner 
Bredeck and his then assistant, Dr. 
Paul J. Zentay, even before the 
outbreak began, and the remark- 
able common-sense and absence of 
panic maintained throughout the 
epidemic by the people of St. Louis 
and St. Louis County. 

Checkup on Strepococcus. 

Since the steps in organization 
and the achievements of the labora- 
tory were reported as they oc- 
curred, much of the material in 
this volume is an old story to Post- 
Dispatch readers. Entirely new, 
however, is the check-up of the 
streptococcus theory, now dis- 
closed for the first time by the 
Public Health Service. 

This hypothesis was advanced 
early in the outbreak by a noted 
bacteriologist, Dr. E. C. Rosenow 
of Rochester, Minn., who made a 
serum based on it. It made little 
scientific stir, since Dr. Rosenow 
repeated claims long familiar to 
other scientists who, in many parts 
of the world, considered the virus 
origin’ of the disease already well 
established. 

Its importance—and ultimately 
far-reaching effects—lay in the in- 
terest with which it was received 
by practitioners not so familiar with 
it or with the world-wide previous 
research in the disease. Dr. Rose- 
now himself said he wished to 
avoid any but scientific publication. 
The Post-Dispatch and another St. 
Louis newspaper, warned by the 
skepticism of a Metropolitan Health 
Council Publication Committee. and 
scientific authorities including long- 


‘standing personal friends of Dr. 


Rosenow, abstained from enthusi- 
asm, but the third enlarged on the 
Rosenow claims. Dr. Bredeck and 
committee members sharply pro- 
tested, with repercussions among 
the local streptococcus “fans”— 
whose pique, however, was said to 
have had nothing to do with the 
fact that the council secretary lost 
his city job a few months later. 
As recently as last year’s meet- 
ing of the American Medical Asso- 
ciation, a St. Louis clinician was 
publicly complaining that the Rose- 
now theory received scant atten- 
tion. The new Public Health Ser- 


‘vice report makes clear that it re- 


ceived exhaustive attention. 

The Rosenow Theory. 
Streptococcus germs are found in 
the nose and throat, even on the 


hands, of persons ip excellent 


health. The Rosenow theory, which 
he has applied to a variety of dis- 
eases besides encephalitis, is that 
certain strains of this large and 
omnipresent germ family may de- 
velop an “affinity” for certain or- 
gans. 

These germs are readily seen 
under the microscope. Filterable 
viruses, on the other hand, are so 
named because they retain their 
ability to cause disease after pass- 
ing through laboratory filters which 
strain out all microscopically visible 
germs, including streptococci. 

The Public Health Service mono- 
graph details the discovery of the 
filterable virus of encephalitis, its 
propagation in mice and monkeys in 
laboratories 1000 miles apart, its in- 
ability to cause symptoms of the 
disease in rabbits, and the develop- 
ment of evidence that, as in some 
other virus diseases, the blood of 
convalescents may protect against 
it. 

First of the conclusions listed for 
that chapter is, “The etiological 
(causative) agent of the St. Louis 
epidemic of encephalitis was a fil- 
terable virus,” and the first para- 
graph of the chapter states, “From 
the outset of the epidemic, cultures 
of blood and spinal fluid were made 
routinely The outcome of 
such studies was consistently nega- 
tive, indicating beyond any reason- 
able doubt that the presence of 
ordinary bacteria in the blood or 
spinal fluid played no etiological 
role.” 

Theory Checked at Washington U. 

Unsatisfied even with that evi- 
dence, established by standard lab- 
oratory technique, the bulletin dis- 
closes, an extended series of experi- 
ments was undertaken in Washing- 
ton University laboratories to con- 
firm or disprove the streptococcus 
theory with Dr. .Rosenow’s own 
“technical procedures, not ordinar- 
ily employed by other bacteriolog- 
ists.” This chapter was written by 
Dr. K. L. Burdon, with the col- 
laboration of Dr. E. W. Thurston, 
Dr. P. L. Varney and Dr. Jacques 
J. Bronfenbrenner, professor of 
bacteriology and immunology. 

Dr. Rosenow, offering “full co-op- 
eration,” visited the local laboratory 
and gave a personal demonstration. 
In addition, a visit was made to his 
laboratory at Rochester in order to 
duplicate his special methods and 
apparatus in all essential details. 

But in a remarkable series of tests 
no significant difference was found 
in the effects of inoculation of 
streptoccocus germs obtained from 
encephalitis patients, healthy §&t. 
Louisans, or healthy persons who 
had never been near the scene of 
the epidemic. Rabbits killed by the 
inoculation showed symptoms de- 
scribed as different from encep':a- 
litis and pathological effects on the 
brain unlike encephalitis, but clas- 
sified as “those of a purulent men- 
ingo-encephalitis.” 

The Rosenow anti-streptococcic 
encephalitis serum—mentioned e'se- 
where in the report, that “no effi- 
cacious specific treatment was de- 
veloped,” although “many things,” 
including it, were tried—was found 
to react specifically not only with 
streptococcus germs from patients, 
but with those from normal per- 
sons as well.’ Conversely, convales- 
cent serum—which had been dem- 
onstrated to protect against en- 
cephalitis—showed no specific reac- 
tion with any of the streptococcus 
strains, and had no protective ef- 
fect against streptococcus injec 
tions, against which the Rosenow 
anti-streptococcus serum “had a 
definite though partial protective 
effect.” 

“It is eoncluded,” the scientists 
summed up, “that while virulent 
green colony streptococci are appar- 
ently abundant in the nasopharynx 
(upper air passages) of encepha- 
litis patients, no significant e-vi- 
dence has been adduced which 
would support the view that these 
organisms are the primary etio- 
logic agents in human epidemic en- 
cephalitis or have any specific re- 
lationship to the virus isolated 
from St. Louis cases.” 


FIRST STRETCH OF GERMANY’S 
NEW ROADS TO BE READY SOON 


4000-Mile System of Automobile 
Highways Planned by Hitler 
While He was in Prison. 
By the Associated Press. 
BERLIN, May 10.—The first 


stretch of a network of more than 
4000 miles of automobile roads, 


planned by Adolf Hitler when he 
was in prison 12 years ago, will be 
opened with ceremonies May 19. 

Dr. Fritz Tods, Nazi inspector- 
general for streets and roads, ex- 
plained the project yesterday to 
representatives of the press. 

“This represents the first great 
work which National Socialism not 
only achieved but conceived,” he 
said. “Adolf Hitler back in the days 
of his imprisonment at Landsbert 
in 1923 thought this all out.” (Hit- 
ler was imprisoned for several 
months after the abortive Munich 
beer cellar putsch.) 

The first section of the roads to 
be completed is a 15-mile stretch 
from Frankfurt to Darmstadt. An 
additional 1000 miles are under 
construction, blue prints have been 
finished for 1250 more miles and 
engineers have begun surveying an- 
other 750 miles. 


SENATE BREAKS 
FILIBUSTER, TAKES 
UP TVA CHANGES 


Norris Charged Austin 
With Representing Util- 
ity Clients in Attacking 
His Proposals. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, May 10.—The 
filibuster conducted by Senator 
Austin (Rep.), Vermont, against the 
Norris bill to strengthen the Ten- 
nessee Valley Authority Act was 
broken today when the Senate vot- 
ed to consider the legislation. 

The motion to take up the bili 
was made by Senator Norris (Rep.), 
Nebraska, and was quickly ap- 
proved without a record vote. The 


same motion had been pending be- 
fore the Senate for two days under 
a rule permitting debate and Aus- 
tin occupied the floor most of the 
time, preventing a vote. Whether 
the Vermont Senator would fili- 
buster, against passage of the bill 
was not made known. 

Norris and Austin clashed yes- 
terday. Austin had contended the 
authority “exceeded” its powers. 
An assertion that Austin was en- 
gaging in “unethical” practices in 
opposing Norris’ proposals because 
he numbered public utilities com- 
panies among his law clients was 
made by Norris. He said the Ver- 
monter should be “disbarred” from 
voting on his TVA amendments and 
all other measures aimed at reduc- 
ing power rates. Austin had talked 
nearly five hours to prevent con- 
sideration of Norris’ motion to 
take up the TVA bill. 

“For Benefit of Clients.” 

Norris said one section of the 
TVA act was “put in for the bene- 
fit of the Senator’s clients.” 

“Mr. President,” Austin _ said, 
jumping to his feet, “I resent that 
insult. I rise to a question of per- 
sonal privilege. I have noticed as- 
persions of this character by the 
Senator throughout his speech. I 
want to say I am not counsel for 
any public utility. I was before I 
qualified for United States Senator, 
but, as soon as I knew I was likely 
to be Senator, I withdrew from that 
employment and I am not counsel 
for any such clients.” 

Austin referred to a law directory 
on Norris’ desk and said it showed 
his law firm was formerly counsel 
for a utility. Norris said he had 
not intended referring to the direc- 
tory but, since Austin mentioned it, 
he would. He then read from it, 
emphasizing its 1935 date, and de- 
claring it showed Austin was a 
member of the firm of Austin & 
Evans of Burlington, Vt., and 
among its clients was the New En- 
gland Power Association and sub- 
sidiaries in Vermont. 

Entry Not Yet Corrected. 
“The Senator has been a mem- 
ber of the Senate for six or eight 
years,” Norris said. “It is queer 
that this has not been corrected 
long ago.” He added the New En- 
gland Power Association was “one 
of the large holding companies” 
and one of those which “constitutes 
in the United States the power 
trust.” 

“T don’t criticise a man for being 
an attorney for those companies,” 
said the Nebraskan, “but it ought 
to be outside this chamber, not in 
the Senate.

NAZIS REPORT DECREASE 
OF 168,000 IN UNEMPLOYED 


2,234,000 Persons, However, Were 
Still on Jobless Lists in Ger- 
many at End of April. 

By the Associated Press. 

BERLIN, May 10.—The Govern- 
ment reported a decrease of 168,- 
000 in unemployment today. The 
figures left 2,234,000 idle at the end 
of April. 

Reichsfuehrer Hitler's Voel- 
kischer Beobachter said: “Since the 
power of selfish interest has been 
broken and since the State no 
longer is dependent upon employ- 
ers’ egoistic will and labor unions 
political wishes, continuous prog- 
ress is made despite obstacles.” 

Thousands are working for a 
monthly wage of 44 marks—about 
$17.60—or are getting that amount 
in doles. The weekly number of 
work hours is set at a maximum 
of 36. Overtime work is strictly 
forbidden. There must be no 
“double earning” by man and wife. 
Machines cannot be placed in com- 
petition with: hand. work. Manu- 
facturers are not allowed to buy 
new machinery that might throw 
somebody out of work. Men must 
not change their professions or 
trades lest the labor market be up- 
set. 

A portion of each salary above a 
certain figure is confiscated and 
given to the unemployed. Thus a 
Government office supervisor, 
whose position demands at least 
a college education, may get 600 
marks monthly, of which re returns 
150 marks.

SENATE COMMITTEE AMENDS 
BANKHEAD FARM HOME BILL 


Limit Put on Speed With Which 
Money Would Be Spent to Aid 
Tenant Farmers. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, May 10.—In an 
effort to meet Senate opposition to 
turning a billion dollar fund over 
to buying homes for farm laborers 
and tenants, the Senate Agriculture 
Committee amended the much de- 
bated Bankhead farm home bill and 
reported it out. 

The bill, which a fortnight ago 
ran into such opposition that it 
was recommitted, proposed to au- 
thorize the Farm Home Corpora- 
tion to issue $1,000,000,000 in bonds 
guaranteed by the Government. 
The money was to be used in pur- 
chasing farms to absorb the float- 
ing. agricultural labor and tenant 
class. 

The amendment limited the speed 
with which the money would be 
spent by providing that only the 
$50,000,000 capital of the fund might 
be spent during the first year and 
that during the next three years 
not more than $300,000,000 in bonds 
were to be issued. 

Sponsored by Senator Bankhead 
(Dem.), Alabama, the bill was as- 
sailed by Senators from both sides 
of the chamber on the ground it 
was an effort to give relief to ten- 
ant farmers reported to have been 
crowded out. by operation of the 
AAA crop reduction program.

New Hampshire Man to Try Pay- 
ing Income Tax With Bonds at 
$1.69 for $1 of Face Value.

Jackson of New Hampshire, a for- 
mer secretary of the Democratic 
National Committee, was disclosed 
today to be the author of the latest 
plan to test the legality of abroga- 
tion of the gold clause in Govern- 
ment securities.

BONUSLEADERS 
MARSHAL PUBLIC 
PRESSURE FOR BILL 


While Holding Measure in

WASHINGTON, May 10.—Delay- 
ing the final showdown until next 
week, bonus leaders today sought 
to marshal all their strength in an 
effort to save the Patman new cur- 
rency bill defeat. Methods that 
proved effective in defeating the 
World Court protocols were resort- 
ed to when veterans’ leaders sent 
out a call to supporters to deluge 
the capitol and the White House 


with telegrams demanding payment 
of the bonus. 

President Roosevelt conferred 
with financial advisers in what was 
generally regarded as a move to 
marshal statistics for a veto on the 
$2,000,000,000,000 bill. He did not 
mention the bonus in a greeting he 
sent last night to St. Louis, where 
the Convention Committee for the 
forthcoming American Legion con- 
vention was in session. 

Bill Still Held in Senate. 

The Patman_ bill, which has 
passed both Houses of Congress, 
remained tied up in the Senate 
while its backers sought support. 
Private Senate polls had indicated 
that a veto would be sustained, pos- 
sibly by as many as five or six 
votes. 

Senator Thomas (Dem.), Oklaho- 
ma whose motion for reconsidera- 
tion kept the bill in the Senate, did 
not plan to release it so it could be 
sent to the White House until next 
week. 

President Roosevelt conferred for 
an hour late yesterday with Secre- 
tary of the Treasury) Morgenthau; 
Frank T. Hines, Veterans Admin- 
istrator; and Budget Director Dan- 
ie] Bell. The only comment any of 
them made was that “we were dis- 
cussing the proposed bonus legis- 
lation.” 

Earlier, Patman supporters had 
rejected compromise proposals from 
non-presidential sources which 
would give the President a choice 
of methods of financing the bonus 
payment.

If a nation allows itself to hate and 
distrust everybody else, it will, like some 
individuals, soon go berserk. I don’t be- 
lieve it can be said that Americans hate 
any other nation, but they are obsessed 
with an insane desire to roam around the 
world. The only thing that worries most 
of them is the fear that the countries may 
change too much before they geta chance 
to see them or that they may become such 
unpleasant places that no one will want 
to visit them.

CONGRESS AND THE RAILROADS. 

The United States Supreme Court's decision that 
the Railway Pension Act is unconstitutional has not 
lent buoyancy to railroad stocks and bonds, and there 

ood reason for it. ' 
" (ae romeo are waiting for Congress’ to bring 
about a better equity between them and other forms 
6f transportation, and until Congress does this, the 
railroads will eontinue in the doldrums. No slight 
amelioration is going to help them materially. This 
was proved when Congress repealed the excess earn- 
ings clause of the Transportation Act, releasing the 
money tied up by that legislation. It is proved again 
by the abrogation of the Railway Pension Act, which 
releases whatever moneys were impounded to create 
a pension fund. 

Too long neglected, the important subject of trans- 
portation has been sidetracked in the present session 
of Congress by such all-engrossing matters as public 
works and the soldiers’ bonus. It is highly question- 
able whether the administration's transportation 
plan, in which all transport would be integrated MB 
der control of the Interstate Commerce Commission, 
can get the right of way before Congress adjourns. 
This is a pity, because the plan is important. 

The railroads find themselves under strict regula- 
tion. They are required to pay good wages to labor. 
They are forbidden to increase rates except by per- 
mission of the Interstate Commerce Commission. 
They must acquire permission to abate service. Yet 
other agencies have made off with much of the busi- 
ness of the railroads and for the most part they 
have never been taken in hand by the Government. 
Mr. Eastman’s plan is to weave them all into one pat- 
tern, including the waterways; to bring the competi- 
tors of the railroads on all fours with them and so 
erase the inequalities which have reduced the rail- 
roads from a transportation monopoly to a disadvan- 
taged competitor with formidable adversaries. 

Hope for rationalization of this intolerable situa- 
tion lies in the President's forthcoming railroad mes- 
sage. This may go to Congress almost any day. No 
doubt the message will follow the broad lines of the 
Eastman plan. If the power of the administration is 
put behind railroad legislation resulting from the 
President's co-operation with the Transportation Co- 
ordinator, the country may see something accom- 
plished before Congress adjourns. There is no other 
way in which the fortunes of this industry can be re- 
trieved. The transportation of freight over the high- 
ways has come like an irruption. It has grown be- 
yond all realization. The difficulty of bringing it 
under Federal control has been to distinguish be- 
tween interstate and intrastate service. The growth 
of trucking, which has now become a coast-to-coast 
industry, is illuminating the way out. All goods mov- 
ing across state lines come under the power of Con- 
gress to regulate interstate commerce, irrespective of 
where the trucks start or stop. 

The truck people realize that the present unregu- 
lated situation is intolerable. It leaves the field too 
wide open for throat-cutting competition and irre- 
sponsibility. When the Eastman plan is worked out, 
trucking in its larger aspects will be better balanced 
with the railroads. The highway system of the 
United States was not built to destroy the railroads, 
nor has the Government participated in it with any 
such thought. The competition which has arisen on 
the highways is a consequence of human invention. 
It is also a great convenience to the people. It can- 
not. however, be permitted to destroy such an essen- 
tial form of transportation as the railroads. 

When Congress comes effectively to grips with this 
problem, the fortunes of the railroads will improve.

BELLEVILLE KEEPS ITS HEAD. 

Local authorities, labor leaders and utility com- 
pany officials at Belleville are to be commended for 
the way in which they removed a most threatening 
situation from the month-old labor controversy which 
has interfered with electric, gas and water service in 
many Southern and Central Illinois communities. 

The Illinois Commerce Commission, at the direc- 
tion of Gov. Horner, had ordered full service restored, 
which meant repairs to lines and other equipment 
damaged in the strike. At Belleville, as in a num- 
ber of other places, the Dllinois Power & Light Co. 
had taken this as authorization to hire and station 
armed guards on its property. Resenting the impor- 
tation of these outside guards, organized labor de- 
clared a holiday and some 3000 stove, shoe and cloth- 
ing plant workers left their posts in sympathy. A 
crowd. gathered at the utility plant and serious trou- 
ble appeared in prospect. 

Thanks to the initiative of Mayor Remnsnider, 
who, along with the business agent of the steam-fit- 
ters, addressed the crowd, the armed guards were 
removed from the city under police protection. The 
city placed policemen at the plant to insure order, 
while pickets were posted by the strikers: Then the 
rest of Belleville went back to work. The differences 
between the company and strikers may remain, but, 
thanks to his level-headed action, the prospect for 


settlement is the brighter.

MR. ROOSEVELT ON THE PRESS CONFERENCE. 

The so-called press conference at which the Presi- 
dent of the United States is questioned by the Wash- 
ington newspaper correspondents has developed into 
a valuable institution. It is a marvel to all the for- 
eign writers who have attended it. President Wilson 
began the custom in 1913, and it was continued under 
Presidents Harding, Coolidge and Hoover, with the 
difference that under those three, save for a few 
months of the Harding regime, questions had to be 
submitted in writing. President Roosevelt allows 
himself to be peppered with oral questions. The re- 
sult is that the conference has become a sounding 
board of great value to the President in getting his 
views before the country, If the system lends itself 
to the dissemination of propaganda favorable to the 
administration, that is something within the power 
of the correspondents themselves to correct. There 
can be no doubt that the conference makes for com- 
prehensive reporting of what the administration is 
doing and has in mind. It is the nearest thing that 
we have in this country to the useful questions-and- 
answers period in the British House of Commons. 

Our observations are inspired by the recent House 
resolution requesting the President to submit, for 
the House record, a transcript of his remarks to the 
Washington correspondents in reply to criticism 
of the Roosevelt program by the United States Cham- 
ber of Commerce. In declining to comply with the 
request, Mr. Roosevelt pointed out that official pub 
lication of the remarks in question would create a 


precedent tending to put a damper on the present 
free-and-easy expression of his views. He much pre- 
ferred that his meetings with the reporters should 
continue in “free and informal” fashion. 

Both from the President's point of view and from 
that of the correspondents—which means of the 
public served by the correspondents—the President's 
conclusion strikes us as eminently sound. 

Let the press conference go on as at present, and 
the quips fly where they may!

FATHER COUGHLIN’S MASS PROPAGANDA. 

It is the inalienable right of citizens to petition 
their Government. If there ever was any question 
about it, the question was settled by the long and 
heroic fight of John Quincy Adams, when, following 
his one term in the presidency, he sat in the House 
of Representatives. We wonder, however, what 
Adams would have thought of exercise of this right 
in the form of mass propaganda, a method developed 
to an amazing degree by Father Charles E. Coughlin. 

During the debate on the World Court, nearly 
100,000 telegrams were received by United States 
Senators urging them to vote against American par- 
ticipation. ' The senders were inspired to act by Fa- 
ther Coughlin. Again, during the Patman bill debate. 
Senators received in excess of 100,000 telesrams urg- 
ing their favorable votes. 

Father Coughlin claimed credit for defeat of the 
World Court proposal and he will also take the bows 
if the Patman bill becomes a law. He will say the 
telegrams of his followers did it. And if, on two oc- 
casions, the telegram method shall have proved an 
effective stratagem, the radio priest will no doubt try 
it again. He will try to institute government by 
telegram. 

We do not believe, however, that Congress will 
continue to be bulldozed and hoodwinked by the tele- 
gram idea. It is too obvious a trick. Any sizable 
minority could employ it. No doubt, the Anti-Saloon 
League, diminished as it is in power, could muster 
the sending of 100,000 telegrams demanding a return 
of prohibition. The Townsendites could easily wangle 
that many. So could the Share-Our-Wealth clubs of 
Huey Long and EPIC followers of Upton Sinclair. 
So could Norman Thomas’ Socialists and the Nation- 
al Association of Manufacturers and the American 
Anti-Vivisection Society. 

What would such demonstrations prove? Only 
that particular groups of our people, with particular 
axes to grind, can introduce mass production meth- 
ods into propaganda. We hope the telegram demon- 
strations continue. The more they occur, the more 
Congress will realize that, with the right of petition 
as a cloak, greedy groups are trying to take it for 
an unmerciful ride.

WE HAVE ENDURED. 

Were a hardy people, we Americans.. Consider 
what we have endured. When mah jongg swept the 
country, the national fiber held firm, and the Chi- 
nese invasion at last was banished to the ash bin. For 
awhile, no one could keep house without a ouija 
board, but from that venture into the 
psychic. Pee-wee golf became a major’ madness, but 
the addicts have recovered and the corner lots have 
gone back to weeds or sprouted beer taverns.

America has endured war, pesti- 
lence and periodic crazes. Let us have faith in the 
national stamina, while we speculate on the next 
great manifestation after the last chain letter is 
delivered by a tottering postman.

A GENTLEMAN FROM SPARTA. 

Dr. O. M. W. Sprague, formerly economic adviser 
to the Bank of England and one-time adviser to the 
United States Treasury, walked out on the Roosevelt 
administration on the issue of gold and currency 
Management. 

The other day, Dr. Sprague appeared before the 
Senate Banking and Currency Committee in the hear- 
ing on the administration’s 1935 banking bill.

agreeable but inescapable duty of the 
President and of the legislative minority to 
prevent it from becoming law. The task is 
disagreeable because a very large body of 
veterans, many of them in great need, sin- 
cerely believe that the bill pays a just and 
contracted debt. If it did that and only that, 
there would be no ground whatever for a 
veto. 

In fact, the bill is a bonus on top of a 
bonus. For the just debt, contracted in 1925, 
calls for the payment to each veteran of $1 
a day for domestic service, $1.25 for foreign 
service, plus 25 per cent of that total, plus 
4 per cent interest compounded annually 
from 1925 to 1945. The Patman bill would 
pay in 1935 not. only what is due in 1935—to 
which no one could object—but, in addition, 
10 years of compound interest at 4 per cent. 

Moreover, the Patman bill proposes to 
make the payment by the issue of fiat 
money, that is to say, with money which is 
not covered by taxes or by borrowing. Thus 
it is an outright gift to a special group based 
on no recognized right or need, and it is 
financed by money created irresponsibly and 
arbitrarily. A President mindful of his ob- 
ligations, not only to this generation but to 
future generations, could not. fail to take 
the position that the Government shall not 
make gifts to special groups and that it 
shall not print the money with which to pay 
for the gifts. 

It is a simple moral issue, clear-cut and 
inescapable. It is a question of right and 
wrong, of whether it is right for a democ- 
racy to vote gifts under political pressure 
and of whether it is right to pay for politi- 
cal gifts by printing money. On that ground 


the question has to be fought out.

The text of the Patman bill itself indi- 
cates that it was prepared by men who are 
primarily interested in what is usually called 
“inflation,” or, as they put it, in-an increase 
of “the purchasing power of millions of the 
consuming public.” In view of the fact that 
a large part of the country ardently desires 
inflation and another large part deeply fears 
it, an effort to make clear to ourselves some 
aspects of the question may be in order. 

From 1916 to 1921, we had an inflation. 
and a big one. For in 1921 the dollar would 
buy at wholesale less than half of what it 
bought in 1916. The cost of living increased 
about 80 per cent. So anyone having a fixed 
wage or salary or a pension or a fixed in- 
come from mortgages or bonds or rents had 
lost nearly half of his real income. When 
men talk about inflation and its dangers, 
this is the kind of thing they mean. In Ger- 
many, inflation went so far that it wiped out 
fixed incomes. In France and Italy, it went 
so far that it permanently reduced fixed in- 
comes. 

The question is: Are we headed for an in- 
flation like that of the war, or, even worse, 
like that of Germany after the war? Lewis 
W. Douglas thinks we are because the Fed- 
eral budget is so badly unbalanced. He 
points out that since 1931 we have had a 
cumulative deficit of more than 14 billions 
and that we are still accumulating it. 

Now the curious thing is that, although 
the national debt today is greater than it 
was at the peak of the war, the price level 
is very much lower. The dollar is about 
twice as valuable today as it was when the 
debt was about three billions smaller. How

are we to explain that? Why is it that we 
are not having inflation; why, on the con- 
trary, is the Roosevelt dollar still a much 
more valuable dollar than the war dollar or 
even than the Coolidge dollar? 

The answer is that to produce inflation a 
mere increase in the public debt is not suf- 
ficient. We got inflation during the war be- 
cause (a) all the debt was spent for goods, 
(b) because less goods were produced owing 
to the fact that millions of workers were in 
the army, important producing areas were 
being devastated and there was not enough 
shipping and other transport to bring to the 
markets all the goods that might have been 
produced. In other words, the inflation came 
because we had at one and the same time 
a vastly increased demand for goods by all 
the belligerent governments and a greatly 
reduced supply of goods all over the world. 

* = + 


In the German, French and Italian infla- 
tions, the same conditions prevailed. The 
governments borrowed and spent hugely at 
a time when their farms and factories were 
incapable of meeting the demand. Their eco- 
nomic plants had been partly destroyed, they 
had been denuded of raw materials, machin- 
ery was obsolete or in bad condition, their 
workers were demoralized by war and revo- 
lution. 

Now, in the period of the Hoover and 
Roosevelt deficits, the conditions have been 
wholly different. In the first place, the in- 
creased Federal debt has in large part gone, 
not into demand for goods, but into the re- 
financing of old debts. In the second place, 
the increase of Federal expenditures, which 
has not gone into the old debts, has prob- 
ably not been equal to the decline in the 
normal expenditures of states and local gov- 
ernments. In the third place, and most im- 
portant, instead of a shortage of goods and 
an inability to produce enough, as in the 
war or in post-war Germany, agriculture and 
industry have surpluses or excess capacity. 

That is why, in spite of a debt that is 
greater than it was in 1921, we have a price 
level] that is half as high and there’ is no in- 
flation, 

The conclusion to be drawn from this is 
not that we can and should go on indefinite- 
ly creating new Federa!] debt. Far from it. 
The conclusion, it seems to me, is this: The 
Hoover deficits and a large part of the 
Roosevelt deficits were not even potentially 
inflationary, because they merely substituted 
new debts for old. The so-called pump-prim- 
ing deficit under Roosevelt will not be in- 
flationary, provided production continues to 
increase, as it has increased since 1933, fast- 
er than the deficit. 

* ” +. 

If the new demand for goods due to Gov- 
ernment spending is not greater than the 
additional goods produced, there can be no 
inflationary rise of prices. If production is 
curtailed under AAA, the drouth and NRA, 
and Government spending increases, there 
will be an inflationary rise of prices. But it 
will not be substantial unless there is cre- 
ated a real shortage of goods relative to the 
demand. The deficit would become danger- 
ous if recovery stopped. For that would 
mean that production was not advancing, 
while expenditures were advancing. This 
would eventually produce inflation. : 

The American budget today will cease to 
show a deficit if there is recovery. For re- 
covery would reduce the need of expendi- 
tures and imekease the revenues. On the

But what general advantage is gained by 
driving up the price of silver? By doing s9, 
we have caused grave difficulties for China, 
which is on a silver standard, and which is 
therefore subjected to a strong deflationary 
influence when the price of her money 1s 
raised. We have caused a banking crisis in 
Mexico. The Mexican Government, to be 
sure, announces that it is content, because 
it is also subject to the pressure of silver 
producers within its borders, But al! other 
Mexicans suffer. 3 

What. does the economy of the United 
States gain? Nothing whatever, except U® 
temporary gain in spending that may resu‘ 
from subsidy to any industry. We do no 
need the silver as a monetary base; we havé 
far more gold than is needed for that. I 
this most severe depression of history, there 
was never any real trouble caused by |* 
sufficient reserves.

Plans of the Council of the Amer- 


ican Library Association to seek an 
annual Federal appropriation of 
$50,000,000 or $100,000,000 for a na- 
tionwide development of library ser- 
vice would benefit St. Louis, if suc- 
cessful, Dr. Arthur E. Bostwick, 
public librarian, said today to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter. 

He said that although he had had 
taken no active part in the con- 
troversy within the association con- 
cerning the merits of the proposal, 
he was inclined to discount the 
fears 6f objectors that Federal dom- 
ination of libraries might result. As 
to the objection that reductions in 
library appropriations by local gov- 
ernments would follow, he said St. 
Louis could not be affected since its 
library fund was a fixed percent- 
age of property taxes, established 
by voters under authority of State 
law. 

The State law, as it affects St. 
Louis, provides for a maximum an- 
nual library fund tax of two-fifths 
of one mill, the rate tuo be fixed by 
maiority vote of the citizens of St.

DR. HELLER PRAISES SIMPLICITY | 
OF MARK TWAIN'S WRITING 


Perhaps Explains Why He Receives 
So Little Scholastic Attention, 
St. Louisan Says. 
HANNIBAL, Mo., May 10. — 
Samuel Clemens was pictured be- 
fore the Mark Twain Society here 
last night as a writer who made 
“himself so perfectly clear that to 
the scriveners and annotators he is 
as disappointing as to a chiropodist 
a pair of feet that do not require 

his services.” 

Dr. Otto Heller, of Washington 
University, a close student of Mark 
Twain, made the comment in the 
principal address of a meeting com- 
memorating the Twain Centennial, 
now being observed. Other speak- 
ers were George A. Mahan of Han- 
nibal and the Rev. L. Towen- 
hourt of Ste. Genevieve. 

“Perhaps this explains why Mark 
Twain receives so little scholastic 
attention,” Dr. Heller continued. 
“The body of this first work is too 
much alive to be prostrate at the 
threshold of the American college 
as one of its stumbling blocks or 
entrance requirements, like the im- 
posing corpses of John Bunyan, 
Alexander Pope and their kin.” 

Twain's humor sparkled by com- 
parison with the current American 
type, Dr. Heller declared. 

“The truth of the matter,” he as- 
serted, “is that a genuine sense of 
humor is restricted in these United 
States as in all other parts of the 
world to a favored minority, and 
it is well nigh sacrilegious to smoke- 
screen with that great name the 
contemporary warfare waged 
against good taste, common sense 
and public decorum by the dismal 
stars of the films, the newspaper 
columns, and worst to all, the 
radio,”

The fruit cocktail which sounds 
so delightfully complicated is sim- 
ply an assortment of fresh and 
canned fruits served in orange bas- 
kets which are made by removing 
the orange pulp, leaving a strip 


ation of these baskets is a bit 
strenuous you may serve the fruit 
cocktail in low sherbets flavoring 
the fruit with a brandy, rum or 
liquor. 

Lettuce With Bacon. 

Field lettuce is the loose leaf 
home-grown variety and served 
with the hot bacon dressing it is 
often known as wilted lettuce. Fry 
very slowly one or two slices of 
bacon cubed, remove from the fire 
and stir in two or three tablespoons 
mild vinegar, salt pepper and some 
sugar if you prefer . the sweeter 
dressing. Pour the hot mixture over 
the lettuce and toss about to dis- 
tribute the dressing evenly. 

The Hollandaise sauce for the 
asparagus is made by creaming 
one-half cup butter and adding one 
tablespoon lemon juice and beating 
in the yolks of four eggs one by 
one. Add one-fourth teaspoon salt, 

one-fourth teaspoon paprika and a 
few grains of cayenne and cook 
over boiling water just long enough 
to heat the mixture. If it gets too 
thick add two tablespoons water 
and beat vigorously. 

Chicken Fricassee. 


Cut a chicken in pieces, roll in 
flour and fry brown quickly in a 
hot skillet using plenty of lard or 
oil. Arrange pieces in a casserole 
and cover with a sock made by 
pouring one and one-half cups wa- 
ter into the pan in which the chick- 
en has browned. Let it come to a 
boil, season with salt and pepper 
and some diced celery, add one cup 
of rich milk or cream, pour over 
the chicken, cover and bake slowly 
in a moderate oven until the chick- 
en is tender.

Corn Fritters. 

One-half cup milk. 

Two cups corn, cooked. 

One and one-half cups flour. 

One teaspoon salt. 

One-half teaspoon pepper. 

Two teaspoons baking powder. 

One tablespoon melted butter. 

Two eggs. 

Sift together the flour, salt, pep- 
per and baking powder. Beat the 
eggs with a rotary egg beater un- 
Now add the 
milk to the corn, sift in the dry 
ingredients. Add the’ shortening 
and last of all the beaten eggs. Fry 
by spoonfuls in a hot greased fry- 
ing pan, 

If you want to fry the fritters in 
deep fat add an additional half cup 
of flour and an additional teaspoon 
of baking powder when mixing the 
batter, Drop by spoonfuls in deep 
fat which has been heated to 375 
degrees or hot enough to brown a 
cube of bread in 40 to 60 seconds.

Instead of depending 
for turnip greens upon the _ tops 
of turnips grown originally for their 
roots, market gardeners now plant, 
for greens, the “seven-top turnip,” 
which goes chiefly to tops and has 
only small roots. Swiss chard, due 
summer, is a beet 
which has been developed for its

Then there is the pigweed, or 
red-root, which has a bright red- 
dish-pink root, and is very much 
of a nuisance in the garden—un- 
less you use it as greens. Still 
another of the common wild greens 
is lambsquarters, which also is often 
called pigweed and sometimes 
goosefoot. The leaves and the ten- 
der tips of the branches are the 
parts of this weed to use. 
Cook Greens Uncovered. 

To cook greens properly use very 
little water and do not cook them 
long. Usually no water is needed 
except that which clings to the 
leaves after washing. Cook them 
only until they are wilted, stirring 
occasionally, and do not put a lid 
on the kettle. They will lose vita- 
min value if cooked too long, and 
they will lose their green color if 
cooked under a cover. Serve with 
a seasoning of lemon juice or vine- 
gar, salt and pepper, or with salt 
pork or bacon fat. 

Of the salad greens, another Ital- 
jan favorite is becoming more fa- 
miliar in our markets. This is es- 
carole, or Batavian endive, with its 
broad curling green leaves. Like 
all the green leafy vegetables, es- 


carole is rich in iron and in vita- 


mins. 

With tender young spring onions, 
raw young carrots sliced or cut 
lengthwise in slender sticks and 
laid on a thick bed of garden let- 
tuce or escarole, you have a tempt- 
ing salad that is good for “spring 
fever’—an ailment which is more 
than likely due to a shortage of 
iron and vitamins in your winter 
diet. 

Spring onions, of course, are no’ 
the only members of the onion fam 
fly on the April markets. There ar 
leeks and garlic, chives and shallot 
all more commonly used in Europ 
than in the United States.

Two women and nine men cap- 
tured in the fight are held under 
heavy guard in San Severino Castle. 
One of the women is charged with 
firing the shot whicn xiiled an ar- 
my corporal in the attacking force. 

Police said six of those under 


@rrest were sought in connection 
with the kidnaping. 

Another prisoner, Miguel Munoz 
Silva, was identified by authorities 
as the man accused of a $31,000 pos- 
tal theft at Santiago several months 
ago. Another, police said, was rec- 
ognized by investigators as Pauli- 
no Perez, accused of a machine gun 
attack on an automobilé carrying 
$60,000 from Santiago to Holguin 
last year. 

Emilio Pinel, Honduran Consul, 
was among those detained. His wife 
said he had planned to accompany 
the followers of Guiteras to Hon- 
duras to assist them in obtaining 
admission to the country. 

Jose Ramano Cueto, former rep- 
resentative under Machado was ar- 
restec in Havana accused of plac- 
ing his yacht at the disposal of the 
followers of Guiteras, to facilitate 
their flight from Matanzas.

$4000 a car.

Grain prices here averaged higher early 
today, responsive to firmness of wheat 
quotations at Liverpool.

Oven- 
ing % off to % up, July 961%4@ Sc, the 
Chicago wheat market then held near to 
these limits.

ST. LOUISAN TO 

CONCEDE WEIGHT 
TO EUROPEAN IN 
10-ROUND BOUT

CHICAGO, May 10.—Joe Ghnouly 
weighed only 132% pounds today 
for his bout tonight with Cleto 
Locatelli in the Chicago Stadium 
and, when Locatelli tipped the scale 
at 136%, Gus Wilson, Ghnouly’s 
manager, demanded that he reduce 
at least three-quarters of a pound. 

Eddie Souaya, Locatellis man- 
ager, produced a contract calling 
for 138 pounds and refused to have 
his boy reduce further. Ghnouly’s 
signed contract called for 136 
pounds, and both Locatelli’s copy 
and Ghnouly’s copies had been al- 
tered with a pen over the printed 
figures. Nate Lewis, the promoter, 
said the agreed weight was 138. 

Joe Triner, chairman of the Illi- 
nois Athletic Commissioner, and 
Packy McFarland, Commissioner, 
heard the case and Triner finally 
announced, for Ghnouly’s protec- 
tion. that the Illinois Commission 
would not recognize the contest as 
an elimination for the lightweight 
title. 

Not an Elimination Bout. 

“Either a man is a lightweight. 
or he is not,” said Triner, “and if 
he is a lightweight he should weigh 
not more than 135 pounds or ad- 
vance to the welterweight division. 
IT don’t see why the weight in these 
contracts should have been over 135 
pounds, but inasmuch as there is a 
dispute, the only thing we can do 
is to refuse to recognize the bout 
as an elimination to protect 
Ghnouly.” 

That still did not satisfy Wilson, 
who pointed out that if Ghnouly 
should lose, people throughout the 
country would not go into the de- 
tails of the weights when consider- 
ing the result, but would merely 
note that Ghnouly had lost. Gus 
wanted Locatelli to take off the 
three-quarters of a pound or call 
off the fight. Locatellis manager 
finally agreed to have his man take 
off half a pound and Cleto was sent 
out with instructions to be back 
in an hour with the half pound 
gone. 

' Locatelli returned an hour later 
minus the half pound and weighing 
136% pounds, and everybody but 
Gus Wilson was happy. 

Records Are About Equal. 

On past records, Locatelli ‘ap- 
pears to have an edge for he has 
defeated Benny Bass and fought a 
draw with him, while Ghnouly lost 
to the Philadelphian in their only 
meeting. But that was a couple of 
years ago in St. Louis and Ghnouly 
has been coming right along since 
then. They have both won from 
Eddie Cool, another Philadelphian, 
and in other respects their records 
are about equal. 

Locatelli is not a knockout 
puncher, as 18 knockouts in 66 
fights attests. Neither is Ghnouly 
Both are busy punchers with the 
St. Louisan probably a bit faster. 
Locatelli has a stiff left jab and a 
fairly good right hand. 

Wilson declares that “Choey” has 
a real chance to win and you can't 
tell Joe that he won't, so there’s no 
lack of confidence in the camp.

Frank 
Battaglio, who now makes his home 
in Chicago, boxes Chuck Heffner of 
Denver, in another 10-rounder, 
while Jimmy Christy of Chicago 
takes on Mike Belloise in 10 rounds.

On the other side of the family 
tree, Man C’War (sire of Nellie’s 
papa, American Flag) was the 
shortest-priced mutue] Preakness 
winner in history. The payoff 
that year (1920) was $3.60 for $2 
or 80 cents to a dollar.

HE Preakness, which will wit- 
ness Omaha’s attempt to win 
the famous double event, accom- 
plished only by his sire, Gallant 
Fox, and two other horses, is an 
older classic than the Kentucky 
Derby.

N that year Twenty Grand and

Failure to qualify for the 1933 


(|race, which they entered with a 


“home grown’ car, failed to daunt 
the two young men and they are 
back this year with another job, 
“lighter and faster,” an eight-cylin- 
der creation which sucks up gas 
through four carburetors. They de- 
parted for Indianapolis with the 
car this morning. 

The Snells themselves don’t know 
what maximum speed can be at- 
tained by their car, for the very 
excellent reason that they complet- 
ed it no later than Wednesday and 
have not had it on the road for a 
test run. All the testing will be 
done on the speedway course, scene 
of the race. 

“Building racing cars is our only 
vice,” said Overton, elder of the 
two brothers and spokesman for 
‘the pair. “We don’t smoke, drink 
‘nor chew, but we do have a weak- 
‘ness for fast automobiles.” 


Failed to Qualify in 1933. 


| He said the car they built for the 
/1933 race reached a speed of 137 
miles an hour in a practice run, 
‘and averaged 107 miles an hour in 
an unofficial 25-mile test over the 
‘Indianapolis course. The car, how- 
‘ever, did not steer properly, he said, 
and this caused disqualification. 

He believes their earlier experi- 
ence will enable them to overcome 
difficulties which must be expected 
in preparing for the coming quali- 
fying test at Indianapolis. Qualify- 
ing trials will start May 18 and 
continue for eight days. 

The present car, completely new, 
is built on a standard block. The 
body is of hand-made aluminum, 
painted stratosphere blue. The 
chassis is silver in color. 

Cars in this year’s race afe re- 
stricted to 42% gallons of gasoline 
and six gallons of oil for the entire 
race. The gasoline tank on the 
Snell creation has a capacity of 15 
gallons and one quart. This amount 
is one quart under the maximum 
tank capacity permitted. 

The Snell brothers, assisted by 
volunteer help, have worked for 
the past seven months in building 
the car, and for the past two 
months have worked “night and 
day.” Neighbors, who looked on in 
admiration while the car was 
wheeled out for pictures, said that 
many a night the boys worked un- 
til 3 a.m. Their life, for the pres- 
ent, is wrapped up in the car. 

Overton, age 27, who is married, 
is familiar with the racing game, 
having competed on dirt tracks for 
several years. To participate in 
the Indianapolis race has been his 
dream for years. It is also the 
dream of his brother, two years 
younger, who will serve as his me- 
chanic at Indianapolis. 

They already have one distinc- 
tion. They have the real, genuine 
“dark horse” of the race.
